Background: 


E & K Realty is an Indiana General Partnership comprised of Neil H. 
Kobi and Jack Ewing. E & K Realty specializes in commercial and 
industrial real estate development and has for twelve plus years. Mr. 
Kobi is familiar with the tax abatement program, having received tax 
abatement in 1986 through another Indiana general partnership (Summit 
City Investments). The said project in 1986 occurred at 2504 Getz 
Road involving an investment of $900,000 in real property improvements 
along with the creation of three new jobs. 


E & K Realty is currently applying for tax abatement on an office 
facility located at 201 West Main Street. The facility has the 
potential for three full floor tenants. This project involves an 
investement of $240,000. 


E & K Realty has contacted Tom Irmscher to secure thirty (30) parking 
spaces for the new tenants once the Main Street Parking Garage is 
constructed. Until that time E & K Realty will contract with one of 
the surrounding parking facilities to provide adequate parking.
